HISTORY 


The marvelous fertility and genial climate 
of that beautiful valley, which is now known 
as Novato, was fully recognized long before 
the Spaniards had founded their chain of 
Missions along the coast of California. 


In those old days before the Spaniard came, 
the mild and peaceful native Indians under 
old Novato, the chief from whom the valley 
takes its name, knew it for a garden spot 
where nature lavished her gifts with generous 
hand, and here they dwelt in contentment, 
gaining their livelihood with little labor in this 
land of abundance. 


Later the valley of Novato was bestowed. by 
the Spanish sovereign as a grant to one of his 
favored subjects, and this vast tract, the choic- 
est land in all the great bay region, was 
covered by countless herds, whose owner 
lived in the open-handed hospitable Spanish 
way, lord of unnumbered acres.

SOIL 


Rich, alluvial soil, smooth, deep and level; 
drained and subdrained, allowing the roots of 
the trees and vines to strike downward to per- 
petual moisture, unobstructed by any trace of 
hardpan, and free from alkili or any other 
objectionable feature. This soil has been 
deposited by erosion and natural disintegra- 
tion from the surrounding hills; a source of 
permanent fertilization. 
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FACTS ABOUT CROPS 


There is no off-season at Novato. Every 
day in the year is a growing day. No drought, 
no frost, no extremes of heat or cold occur to 
check the marvellous fecundity of the soil. By 
judicious rotation of crops no foot of land need 
ever remain idle. The season is always right 
for some crop; and by planting a crop adapted 
to the season, as soon as the previous crop is 
harvested, the generous soil will constantly 
produce. 


There is no vegetable suitable to the tem- 
perate zone which will not grow to perfection 
at Novato. There is not sufficient space to 
enumerate them here, but some of the most 
profitable are asparagus, celery, lettuce, onions, 
cabbage, artichokes, tomatoes, potatoes and 
egg plant. 


All berries bear profusely and, of the 
finest quality, bringing good prices in the city 
market. Blackberries, strawberries, rasp- 
berries, currants and gooseberries thrive won- 
derfully. 

All kinds of deciduous fruits find this their 
ideal home—apples that rival the famous fruit 
of Oregon—cherries such as never grew in 
the East; big, luscious, sound—peaches, pears, 
apricots, prunes, plums, nectarines, each more 
delicious than the average man has tasted. 
Oranges and lemons, too, bear fruit in Novato,

not in marketable quantities, but serving to 
prove the mild climatic conditions which exist. 


Grapes of many varieties, wine and table, 
especially fine flavored wine grapes, grow to 
perfection at Novato, as is abundantly proved 
by the high prices, and the fact that the de- 
mand for these choice grapes far exceeds the 
supply. 


English walnuts and Italian chestnuts are 
very profitable and easy to handle; a sure 
crop which may always be held for top prices. 


Dairying has been one of the chief industries 
of Novato for many years, and conditions for 
this business could not be better. There is no 
sickness among the cattle and the wide range 
of fine feed and good water offers the most 
healthful conditions. Marin county is famous 
for its dairy products. 1,100 cows are now 
milked daily on the ranch and records are open 
to investigation as to the quality and quantity 
of the milk. Market facilities for dairy pro- 
ducts, milk, cream, butter and cheese are un- 
surpassed. The hill lands offer a splendid 
range, perfectly adapted for grazing, well 
supplied with springs and streams and with 
beautiful shade and shelter for the stock. 


No locality in the entire United States is 
so well suited to poultry raising as Novato. All 
the conditions which poultry demand are here. 
Warm, fog-and-wind-protected valley; gravel 
soil which drys quickly on the surface; good 
water and plenty of it; food supply easily 
raised. A constant, nearby market where 
prices are always good, completes the desirable 
features of Novato as a poultry raising center.

Hogs pay well. The price is always good 
and the cost, if they are fed on the waste fruits 
and vegetables, is merely nominal. 


FREIGHT RATES AND FACILITIES 


It is possible to transport freight from No- 
vato to San [francisco by rail or steamboat. 
Formerly the boats used to run up Novato 
Creek to the very boundary of the home ranch. 
Because of this water competition, railway 
rates have always been low and are today but 
80 cents per ton to San Francisco. When these 
lands are well settled, it will be a matter of but 
small expense to dredge the creek and open up 
water transportation as of old. 


POWER 


The Bay Counties Electric Light and Power 
Company, whose wires pass the ranch, can be 
counted on to furnish electric lights and power 
for pumps and other purposes at reasonable 
cost. 


TELEPHONE 


The telephone is already installed on the 
home ranch and can be made easily available 
for all settlers. 


RECREATION 


Novato Ranch supplies all the popular out- 
of-door recreations within its own boundaries. 
Hunting (deer, quail, rabbits) ; fishing, (trout) ; 
boating, bathing, riding and driving, golf, 
tennis; all these may be enjoyed in this prin- 
cipality which is now open to all. The pano- 
ramic view from the surrounding hills is 
equaled only by that from ‘Tamalpais or 
Diablo.
